1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 . 1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. 
Applicant's submission filed on 1 1 March 2003 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-9, 11, 39-40, 12-23, 32-35, and 43-45 (to be renumbered 1-31) are allowable 
over the prior art of record. 

The examiner's statement of reasons for allowance is basically the same as indicated in 
the Office Action dated 03 November 2002 with the addition of claim 44: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or render obvious a method of assembling a stacked 
microelectronic device assembly and the resulting device having all exclusive limitations as 
recited in claims 1,12, 32, and 44, including a lead frame, a microelectronic device, a releasable 
support, and an encapsulant, characterized in that: 

the encapsulant is defined by the releasable support, the microelectronic device, and the 

lead frame; 

an upper surface of the encapsulant is aligned with the upper surface of the lead frame; 
and that either: 
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for the stacked configuration, an electrical insulator covers a front surface of the 



lead fingers of the top lead frame and that a gap is defined between the two 



microelectronic devices; or: 



L-shaped lead fingers as defined in claim 12. 



Note that although not explicitly disclosed, the limitation: "an upper surface of the 
encapsulant is aligned with the upper surface of the lead frame" is inherent in the invention as 
claimed in claims 1, 12, or 32 ("filling the opening..." and "removing excess encapsulant 
deposited on front surfaces of any of the lead fingers" among other steps (claim 12) and for the 
stacked configuration (claim 1 or claim 32), the limitation is obvious: one can not electrically 
couple the two microelectronic device assemblies as disclosed if an upper surface of the 
encapsulant is not aligned with the upper surface of the lead frame. Similar note is made for the 
limitation "a gap is defined between the two microelectronic devices". 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
